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Amendments to the Claims 

1 . (previous! / presented) A method for providing supplementary services in a packet 
voice network, th; method comprising: 

receiving . i list of information elements from a sending station; 

inserting t le list into a call control message, wherein any supplementary services 
information inclu< led in the information elements is preserved; 

including i locally significant message in a globally significant message, wherein any 
supplementary services information in the locally significant messages is preserved; and 

sending th 3 call control message and the globally significant message to a receiving 

station; 

2. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the list of i nformation elements are 
received as a Q.9.' 1 message. 

3. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the inserting the list further comprises 
appending the inf >rmation elements to a call control message for a voice over packet 
network. 

4. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the inserting the list further comprises 
mapping the infoi nation elements into the user information element of an H.225 message. 

5. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the packet voice network further comprises 
one of the group c omprising: Voice over FR, Voice over JP and Voice over ATM. 

6. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the locally significant message further 
comprises a REL1 IASE message. 

7. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the locally significant message further 
compri ses a RELJ 5 ASE COMPLETE message. 

8. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the globally significant message further 
comprises a DISC ONNECT message. 
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9. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein the globally significant message further 
comprises a FAC LITY message. 

10. (previous! / presented) A network device for providing supplementary services in a 
packet voice netw ork, comprising: 

a first communication device operable to communicate with a sending node; 
a second c amnrnnication device operable to communicate with a receiving node; and 
a tandem i tode operable to transfer supplementary services information from the first 
communication d- ;vice to the second communication device such that the supplementary 
services informati on is transferred to the receiving node after the sending node sends a 
disconnect messa »e. 

1 1 . (original) The device of claim 1 0, wherein the first and second communication 
devices further co Tiprise routers. 

12. (original) The device of claim 10, wherein the first and second communication 
devices are part o "one router. 

J 3, (previousl / presented) A computer readable medium containing software code, said 
code including: 

code open .ble to receiving supplementary services information from a sending station; 
code open ble to insert the supplementary services information into a call control 
message; 

code open ble to include a locally significant message into a globally significant 
message; and 

code open ble to send the call control message and the globally significant message to 
a receiving statior . 

14. (original) The computer readable medium of claim 13, wherein the medium is a 
downloadable file distributed across a network. 
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15. (original) The computer readable medium of claim 13, wherein the medium is a 
computer file trar sferred from a directly connected computing device. 

16. (previous! y presented) A network device operable to provide supplementary services 
information, com >rising: 

a first mes ns for communicating with a sending node; 

a second r leans for communication with a receiving node; and 

means for transferring a locally significant message from the first means to the second 

means. 

17. (previous! y presented) A network device operable to provide supplementary services 
information, com: >rising: 

a first con munication device operable to communicate with a sending node; 

a second c ommunication device operable to communication with a receiving node; 

and 

wherein tl e first network device is operable to transfer supplementary to services 
information to th< second communication device such that the supplementary services 
information is tra isferred to the receiving node after the sending node sends a disconnect 
message. 
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
